Members  of  the  Transportation  & Housing  Committee: 

Senator  Jim  Beall  (Chair)-  Senate  District  15  is  comprised  of  950,000  residents  and  encompasses  a 
large  portion  of  Santa  Clara  County,  stretching  from  Cupertino  east  to  Mount  Hamilton  and  from  Los 
Gatos  north  to  San  Jose's  Alum  Rock  District.  The  cities  of  Cupertino,  Los  Gatos,  Campbell,  Saratoga, 
Monte  Sereno,  and  the  San  Jose  communities  of  Willow  Glen,  Almaden,  Evergreen,  East  San  Jose, 
and  Downtown  are  included  within  the  district.  The  district  also  contains  vast  rural  expanses  of 
unincorporated  areas  that  extend  to  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains  and  the  Stanislaus  County  border. 

Senator  Anthony  Cannella  (Vice  Chair)-  The  district  takes  in  the  Salinas  Valiev  and  a swath  of 
the  Central  Valiev  between  Modesto  and  Fresno.  The  rural  district  is  primarily  agricultural  and 
heavily  Latino. 

Senator  Benjamin  Allen-  Senate  District  26  consists  of  the  cities  of  Manhattan  Beach,  Hermosa 
Beach,  Redondo  Beach,  Palos  Verdes  Estates,  Rancho  Palos  Verdes,  Rolling  Hills,  Rolling  Hills  Estates, 
El  Segundo,  Avalon,  Lomita,  Torrance,  Santa  Monica,  West  Hollywood,  and  Beverly  Hills;  the  Los 
Angeles  neighborhoods  of  Marina  Del  Rey,  Playa  Del  Rey,  Westchester,  Pacific  Palisades,  Brentwood, 
Westwood,  Westwood  Village,  Bel  Air,  Holmby  Hills,  Little  Holmby,  Sunset  Hills,  Beverly  Grove,  Mar 
Vista,  Mid  City  West,  Miracle  Mile,  Larchmont  Village,  Hollywood,  Hollywood  Hills,  Fairfax,  Carthay, 
Fremont  Place,  Hancock  Park,  and  Windsor  Square;  and  the  unincorporated  Los  Angeles  County 
communities  of  Marina  Del  Rey,  San  Clemente  Island,  Santa  Catalina  Island,  Franklin,  Centinela,  and 
Ocean  View 

Senator  Patricia  C.  Bates-  Senate  district  36  stretches  from  Encinitas  in  San  Diego  County  to  Rancho 
Santa  Margarita  in  Orange  County. 

Senator  Ted  Gaines-  The  1st  Senate  District  is  made  up  of  11  counties  in  Northern  California  and  is 
home  to  nearly  one  million  people.  It  covers  most  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountain  Range  from  the 
Oregon  border  in  Modoc  County  and  travels  south  along  the  Nevada  border  into  El  Dorado  and 
Alpine  Counties.  It  is  made  up  of  all  or  parts  of;  Alpine,  El  Dorado,  Lassen,  Modoc,  Nevada,  Placer, 
Plumas,  Sacramento,  Shasta,  Siskiyou  and  Sierra  counties.  It  is  a diverse  district  that  also  includes 
many  of  the  Sacramento  suburbs.  Major  cities  within  the  district  include:  Yreka,  Redding,  Auburn, 
South  Lake  Tahoe,  Truckee,  Grass  Valley,  Folsom,  Placerville,  El  Dorado  Hills,  Susanville,  Quincy  and 
Alturas. 

Senator  Cathleen  Galeiani-SD  5 is  based  on  nesting  AD  12  and  AD  13  and  includes  all  of  San  Joaquin 
County  and  portions  of  Stanislaus  and  Sacramento  Counties.  The  split  in  Sacramento  County  is  a 
result  of  the  southern  city  of  Galt  being  included  in  this  district,  while  the  split  in  Stanislaus  County 
reflects  most  of  the  city  of  Modesto  being  added  to  achieve  population  equality,  along  with  the 
whole  city  of  Riverbank  and  whole  communities  of  Del  Rio  and  Salida.  The  blending  in  this  district 
allows  for  the  city  of  Lodi  to  be  reunited  with  San  Joaquin  County  along  with  its  sister  city  of  Galt. 


Both  of  these  cities  share  a common  school  district  and  other  services  bet\A/een  cities  and  across 
counties.  This  district  is,  also  a result  of  the  partial-district  nesting  bet\A/een  the  Section  5 Merced 
County  AD  21  and  the  Monterey  County  AD  30  for  Section  5 Senate  districts  to  the  south.  This 
district  maintains  the  integrity  of  Valley  floor  communities  and  links  Galt  \A/ith  Lodi,  and  the 
remainder  of  Stanislaus  County  \A/ith  southern  San  Joaquin  County.  - See  more  at:

Senator  Connie  M.  Levva-The  20th  District  that  includes  Ontario,  Chino  and  part  of  San  Bernardino

Senator  Tony  Mendoza-The  32'^'^  Senate  District  includes  the  cities  and  communities  of  Artesia, 
Bellflo\A/er,  Buena  Park,  Cerritos,  Commerce,  Do\wney,  Hacienda  Heights,  Ha\A/aiian  Gardens,  La 
Habra  Heights,  La  Mirada,  Lakewood,  Los  Nietos,  Montebello,  Norwalk,  Pico  Rivera,  Rose  Hills,  Santa 
Fe  Springs,  South  Whittier  and  Whittier. 

Senator  Richard  D.  Roth-The  31st  State  Senate  District  includes  portions  of  Riverside  County 
including  the  Cities  of  Corona,  Eastvale,  Jurupa  Valley,  Moreno  Valley,  Norco,  Perris  and  Riverside. 
Each  State  Senator  represents  931,349  Californians.  The  Senator  and  his  wife  Cindy  live  in  Riverside.
